On July 9 it was announced that 
the money, for construction was 
available and by August 16 the fi- 
nal plans were accepted, less than 
one and a half months after they 
were first drawn up.

Chinese and East Indians arc sub-

Members of all , three races have 
been insulted by landlords who (ell 
them coldly- that unrcnted rooms 
have been rented. 

A survey by UBC's reporters of 
the student newspaper The Vbya- 
sey found : 

• a Negro reporter was turned 
down at more than 50 per cent of 
tlie houses at which he applied; 

• ,1 white reporter who followed 
hini n few minutes later was acccpt- 
e<l at every house refusing the Ne- 
gro; 

• wliite reporters were told sto- 
ries voliinlnrily of how members 
of otiicr races had been turned 



The Ubyssey investigation fol- 
lon-ed an article in the Toronto 
Star which charged that many^of 
the landlords given on a housing 
list by. the University of Toronto 
were turning down Negroes. 

The Ubyssey 'selected SO houses 
at random from'a list compiled in 
August: by; the University housing 
administration. 

All owners- of these houses had 
informed , the housing administra- 
tion (hey wished (o rent suites to 
university students or (ake Ihem 
on as boarders. . • ; ■ > 

But Ubyssey reporters found (hat 
suites and rooms weire available to 
whites in only half the cases. UBC 
housing administration said the dis- 
crimination was unknown (o (hem^ 

City officials said a Vancouver 
bylaw forbids discrimination on 
racial grounds in selling food and 
letting rooms. The maximum pe- 
nalty is SIO. 
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The Ubyssey sur\'ey found that 
at one house the homeowner open- 
ed the door a crack to the Negro 
reporter, then slammed it before 
he could finish his request (o see 
a room. A white reporter arriving 
at (he same house a few ininu(es 
la(er. was invKcd . in,' shown (he 
room and asked (o sit down in the 
front room to 'chat a while*. 

A team of Kirl reporters who vi- 
sited houses in order to find rooms 
asked if (hey permKted Negro te* 
nants. 

Sample comments : 

"I wouldn't have a Negro in my 
house. They have a bad smell". 

"I won't allow colored people in 
my house". 

"I'm not prejudiced, but I know 
my neighbours nre". This same wo- 
man hnd refused to rent to a Ne- 
gro student the day before. 
' But the Ubyssey found that pre- 
judice was a long -way from being 
universal. . , , '• 

One' woman was incensed when 
asked if she would accept Negroes. 

"I'm a Christian woman", she 
said indignantly. "All races are 
welcomed in iny home". 

The Students Administrative 
Council at the University of Toron- 
to is considering a motion to carry 
out an educational, program for 
landlords, designed to alleviate a 
similar problem in Toronto.

David .Binmore, reporting on the 
general financial position of the 
Students' Society, said that the sur- 
plus was indeed favorable when it 
had been forecast earlier in the 
year that tliere would be a deficit 
of approximately $10,000. He ex- 
plained that several organizations 
had over-budgeted, while other ac- 
tivities under the jurisdiction of 
the Students' Society, had larger 
revenues than had been anticipa- 
ted. The final result, Binmore ad- 
ded, was this healthy surplus of 
more than $12,000. 

Open House Report 

A report on preparations under- 
way for the 10G2 Open House was 
given by Sonny Gordon, chairman 
of Open House. The University of- 
ficially opens its gates to the pub- 
lic ever>' three years, and this 
year's Open House will l)e held on 
Friday, October 12, and Saturday, 
October 13. There will be tours of 
the campus, various lectures, a 
mock trial, a chamber music con- 
cert, countless demonstrations and 
exhibitions, and several other e- 
vents of interest. Plans are near- 
Ing completion, and there is every 
indication that the event will ha\-e 
something of interest fur every- 
one, and titat includes not only the 
general public but also the student 
population of the University. 



The biggest news announced at 
the meeting, and for that matter, 

the most important news of the 
whole campus at the moment, was 
the announcement that McGill is 

finally going to get a new union. 
SEC President Echenberg unveiled 
plans for the new building, and ad< 
dcd that this time it is definite— 
we ARE getting a new union. 

At the same time Echenberg an< 
nounced that the Board of Govern* 
ors of the University, in consulta- 
tion with members of .the SEC, has 
decided upon the form' of manage* 
nieht of the new University Cen* 
tre. The Board of Governors fully 
realizes the importance of keeping 
the new Union under student con* 
trol. 

- Tlie physical operation of the 
building will continue to be con- 
trolled by the Uiilon of Managers, 
a body made up entirely of stu- 
dents. Also financial and' catering 
policy will continue to be deter* 
mined l>y the SEC. However an 
Advisory Conmiittee will be esta* 
blislied, and will report at least an* 
nually to the University Board of 
Governors on the business opera- 
tions of the University Centre. The 
Chairman of this Committee will 
be a member of the University Se- 
nate, and representatives of the 
student, body will also sit on this 
committee. >

Today for most students another year begins. An- 
other year of football games, ànd football week-ends, 
of debatès and soirées, of concerfs and carnivals; an- 
other year of term papers and deadlines, of studying 
and cramming, of examinations and supplementals; 
another year of joy and sorrow, of tension and relief, 
of hope and despair.

But it has not begun as jUst another college year; 
rather it has opened with the announcement that final- 
ly we will have a new Union. After 35 years of wait- 
ing, of New Union Committees, of sons succeeding fa- 
thers, of expectations and dashed hopes, an idea has 
become a reality. 

The Inspiration of a Mr. J.A. Fuller of the Board 
of (3overnors, the dedication of a Dr. Stuart L. Smith 
and the perseverance of an alert SEC have borne 
fruition. 

As matters now stand, the floor plans, pertaining 
to the general layout of the building and distribution 
of space, have been agreed upon. The architects, cho- 
sen by the students, hove been instructed to proceed 
with the working plans, or detailed construction blue 
prints. The site, on McTovish Street north of Peterson 
' Hall, is an ideal one and in accordance with the west- 
ward expansion of the campus. The final possession of 
oil buildings on the site will be completed by next 
month. Demolition is scheduled for this fall. Tenders are 
to be called for at the beginning of the year. Actual 
building is to start in the spring. 

It is extremely important' that the development 
and construction proceed as planned. There is ho reason 
to arrest It, and every reason to complete it. We hove 
waited too long and come too far. 

No, it has not begun as |ust another college year. 
The campus is to be represented by a new building, 
the students are to have a new home. In all areas of 
activity the university Is expanding. Collectively, as o 
student body, the occasion is historic; individually, as 
responsible members of a university community, the 
occasion is demanding, it demands that we be critically 
introspective; it demands thot we search out new di- 
mensions; it demands that this be m'ore than just 
"another college year".

a new union 
by fall 1964 



Thirty-five years ago the need 
for a new Students' Union Build- 
ing was realized. By the fall, of 
1964 it will be ready for use. 

Contemporary Italian in design, 
It will occupy the space of six pre- 
sent buildings on the west side of 
McTavish Street, north of Pcter- 
(on Hall. 

AVilh four floors and two base- 
ments, it will have over three ti- 
mes the usable space of the Old 
Union. 'All the facilities will be 
modernized, and several new inno- 
vations will be included. 

The ground /loor contains a lar- 
ge lobby, SEC and Daily advertis- 
ing offices, an cxpresso bar, a read- 
ing room, an exhibition room, along 
with the Council Chambers. 

One floor up are the eating faci- 
lities for three types of customers. 
There is > cafeteria for full-course 
meals, a grill room for light snacks, 
and a row of vending macliincs for 
the eat and run set. Adequate spa- 
ce has been allocated for lounging, 
and there is a large banquet hall 
for the numerous student celebra- 
tions. 

Floor three contains a ballroom 
for 1,000 dancers, which can also 
be converted into a projection 
room for showing films; a music 
room with private booths for lis- 
tening to records; a thcatre in-the- 
round seating 200; and a private 
lounge for small executive meet- 
ings and parties. 

A third of the fourth floor is ta- 
ken up by the upper half of the 
ballroom. The six student inhabi- 
tants of the Centre will live there 
too and kitchen facilities are avail- 
able for them. Badio McGiil's stu- 
dios are here as well. 

In the first basement are the 
new Doilv offices, along with lar- 



But although they participated 
in Ih'c final plan-making, the Cen- 
tre Is also the work of the past 
Chairmen of New Union Commit- 
tee, especially' perennial Stuart 
Smith, and Bob Carswell, past SEC 
Chairman. 

Phil Gross, the University expe- 
diter has been working on the pro- 
ject all summer, seeing that pro- 
ceedings ran smoothly and through 
the proper channels. 

Fully co-operating with the stu- 
dents for over ten years has been 
JJV. Fuller, Chairman of the New 
Union Committee of the Board of 
Governors. He has been chief liai- 
son with the University all that 
time. • 

Participating in the final nego- 
tiations as well was G.A. Crimson, 
University Comptroller, and the 
man who was instrumental in set- 
ting up the present system of ad- 
ministration for the Centre. 

Administration 

Administration of the Centre has 
bothered students for years, the 
feeling being that the University 
would insist on control. However, 
fears are allayed now as an agree- 
ment provides that students will 
still retain authority over all pha- 
ses of operation. 

An advisory committee will be 
set up consisting of a member of 
the Senate as Chairman, the Busi- 
ness Manager of the University Re- 
sidences, a Graduate chosen by the 
SEC, the SEC President, Vice-Pre- 
sident and Secretary-Treasurer. 

Thus the students will have a 
majority vote on the Committee 
which Is to report periodically to 
the Board of Governors. 

To actually manage the Centre, 
a Building Manager, will be hired

who will be responsible for handl- 
ing employees, physical operations, 
food service areas, and other man- 
agerial duties. 

The rest of the staff will also be 
hired by the SEC who, in addition, 
have the power of clioosing what 
kind of food we will eat; i.e., the 
caterers for the cafeterias. 

Architects 

The architects are Affieck.^Des- 
barats, Dimatcopoulos, Lebehsold, 
Mirhaud, and Sise, designers of Pla- 
ce Ville-Maric, Monlreal'i answer 
to Rockefeller Center. 

The principal architect is Guy 
Bebarata, who designed the build- 
ing in the contemporary style with 
a touch of Italian piazza, an idea 
that, he pickeil up during a recent 
trip abroad. 

He says that he feels he has 
achieved a "club-like atmosphere", 
a difficult feat in a four-storey 
building. In an attempt to erase 
the institutional alinasphcre pre- 
sent in most university buildings, 
the interior design of each room 
will be in keeping with its primary 
function. 



ger headquarters for all clubs cur- 
rently working in the cramped Old 
Union Basement. The University 
Bookstore will be relocated here. 

In the sub-basement is storage 
space for the Bookstore, along with 
parking space for 10 privileged 
cars. 

Gentleman's Club 

Originally billed as a Gentle- 
man's Club for the 100 male stu- 
dents of 1907, the present Union 
has never been enlarged. It now 
serves 10,000 students, male and 
female, and more than ten clubs. 

Since 1920. when the first New 
Union Committee was started, stu- 
dents have been trying to improve 
the conditions. The present loca- 
tion is the last of several sites, 
including the corner of. Milton and 
University, Presbyterian College, 
and the Old Union parking lot.

what docs the administration 
think of the importance of a new 
Union? J.H. Bolton, Secretary of 
the Board of Governors says, "It 
has been agreed for 25 years that 
a new Union is absolutely essen- 
tial". 

McGill students have been cla- 
moring for a New Union for the 
last 35 years, and during the past 
ten years with increased fervor. 
He said that the University has al- 
ways been aware of the necessity 
and "the minute they found their 
way out of the financial woods they 
took action". 

Holton fell that the students 
helped to kt ^p the ball rolling, and 
probably helped lo'push it a little 
faster. They were not a niajor fac- 
tor, however, in its inevitable de- 
velopment. 

Land Paid For 

The land for the present build- 
ing has already been bought and 
paid for, and the last of the pro- 
sent tenants will be moving oui by 
October 7, after which the demoli- 
tion .will start. 

The building will be adequate 
for many years, as the University 
Is definitely slowing its growth. 
Freshmen registration, for exam- 
ple, la down 300 this year. 

Nevertheless, the new Centre has 
been planned so that it can be ex- 
tended in three dircctions Jf^ condi- 
tions warrant such a^ihovelThe 
fire exits on all sides but the front 
hall can be converted into corridors 
leading to annexes which can easi- 
ly be attached.

smith reminisces 



Stuart Smith, M.D. '62. is a man 
who has spent twenty-five per cent 
of his life working for a- new 
Students' Union at McGill. 

Now 24, he began his tour of 
duty in 1956 when as Union Pre- 
sident he first sat on the New 
Union Committee. He remained 
there as a ^permanent; member 
until his graduation from medicine 
last spring; even now he remains 
In an advisory position. 

Smith began to act in his second 
year on tlie Committee, when he 
asked for the re-convenjng of the 
Fuller Committee, headed by J. A. 
Fuller of the Board of Governors, 
and composed of various student 
and University officers. Its pur- 
pose was to outline the space 
needs of the new Union. 

Protests 

The University agreed to recall 
the Committee, and al the same 
lime appointed architects to draw 
up plans for a proposed first stage 
to be constructed on the site of 
the present Bookstore. Smith pro- 
tested: first, that the site was too 
small, second that the plans were 
unsuitable and third that the 
Union could not properly be built 
in stages. 

Nevertheless, meetings went on 
for a year with the architects, 
whereupon it was concluded: first, 
that the site was too small, second, 
that the plans were unsuitable, and 
third, that the Union could npt 
properly be built in stages. 

Other sites were then consider-' 
id, but no action was taken for 
a variety of reasons. Among the 
proposed plans was thai for an 
annex in the parking lot of ^he 



present buililinj;. The Xrw I'liion 
Committee hail ticiublc with iliat 
suggestion. .Said Smith, "ll wa.< 
hard to grapple with snmcthin^.'

The plans were shelved, and 
the proposed tile shifted to where 
It now is, on the west side of 
McTavlsh Street. 

A new team of architccif was 
hired, plans were drawn up, and 
McGill obtained expropriation 
rights to the property. And here 
the new Union will stand. 

Goal Reached 

Smith played a role in every 
part of this story. Did be find the 
delays frustrating? He answers 
that in spite of the difficulties 
over the years, the goal of a new 
Union has been reached, and that 
is what coimts. He says, however, 
that he has lost some hair during 
the past six years, so it hasn't been 
easy failing. 

. He also recalls the story- of a 



student applying for » job after 
graduation. Asked in an intfrview 
for <)ualifioations, the MiGillian 
replied that h(> had been Chairman 
of the New Union Committee. 

"What?" gasped the interviewer, 
a man many years older, "lo 
was 1".

low clowns. Popov is a master 
juggler and ' slack wire artist as 
well, and, like Filatov's bears, at 
times insurpassably parodies the 
circus , acts: Popov's clownine Is 
easygoing and Chaplinesque. His 
art is human, never, the almost 
pathological deformity and de- 
basement, of the western buffoon. 

Despite Popov's brilliant en-, 
tr'actes and the swift, easy pace 
of the whole show, the circus 
lacked variety and, moreover, 
was pcrfonned in a forum much 
too large for it. Popov, at least, 
has to be seen at point-blank 
range to be appreciated. .If the 
Moscow Circus is serious culturi^l 
artistry, it should- be. .seen . In a 
\ theatre and not in a hockey rink. 

■ Culture? • 

Yet apart from two animal acts, 
this was not a circus, but a thea- 
trical gymnastic performance ac- 
centing physical feats. Moreover, 
it Is beyond me by what stretch 
of semantics the Russians can 
call gymnastic and trapeze art a 
cultural activity, unless they 
mean physical culture. As physic- 
al culture it is unsurpassable-^ 
the exercises do not seem the 
result of superhuman efforts, 
but a mastery acquired by long 
and hard work by physically and 
mentally healthy people. 

But although the acrobatics 
and gymnastics were astoundiug 
and graceful, to my no', doubt 
jaded eyes — master gymnastics 
is neither circus nor serious cul- 



tural activity, but the sort of 'fa- 
mily entertainment' that Ed Sul- 
livan can present. As if to make 
this point, the Russian-led or- 
chestra accompanying the show 
from start to finish played tha 
identical inane noise the Ed Sul- 
livan maestros employ to wash 
down every act, bo it comedy or 
trampoline. I would have prefer- 
red a calliope pumping "Over 
The Waves". 

Brilliant Beccrs 

Filatov's bears closed tlie per- 
formance, otoning for the orches- 
tra and even the Mezzanine seats. 
They were simply astounding. 
Tiiey knew all the circus skills 
and were a circus in themselves, 
so human they seemed imposters, 



What acting talent and stage pre- 
sence! While westen) circuses 
are "wild animal ahows", while 
we emphasize freaks and applaud 
the animal's savagèry and the 
'trainer's' bravery, the Russians 
are actually training their ani- 
mals to do things beyond the 
realm of possibility, without 

whip, but with lumps of sugar.

; This may not be a function of 
the Russian's immersion in "the 
everyday problems bf the. socio- 
political struggle", Bs Popov (off- 
stage ai\ Ideologue) claims,'but it 
is the result of something healthy 
and human, even If theh* circus 
seems à little less sophisticated 
than Bamum and Bailey's.
